Civilians, Not Soldiers 
cp H E significance of a civilian army never has 
' 
been plainer than it is while restless draftees 
are demonstrating against officlsl decisinos they 
either do not understand or are unwilling to 
support. 
The demonstration, moreover, Is not entirely 
the responsibility of the soldiers. They reflect, 
perhaps more accurately than it is comfortable to 
admit, a widespread public restlessness about 
fulfillment of the government's m ilitary obliga­ 
tions. lf Washington has done a poor Job of ex­ 
plaining what it la doing that threatens to delay 
demobilization, it has done a poor Job at home 
as well as abroad. Civilians in civilian clothing 
have nothing to gain by holding m ass meetings, 
but if they were in Germany they would he no 
better Informed about, their reason for being 
there than the civilians who do happen to be 
there now—in soldiers' clothing. 
In fact, the tendency of United Slates fighting 
men to behave like civilians when they do not 
understand or believe in w hat they are doing is 
fixed. It asserted itself after the Revolutionary 
War, when civilians who wanted to go home 
expressed themselves so aggressively that George 
Washington had to take a hand. It asserted itself 
again after World W ar I when Americans ex­ 
pressed themselves violently about being in R us­ 
sia when they preferred to be home.

'P H E three m em bers of the General 
Motors

la their report, the three m em bers of the board 
admit that no m atter w hat rates are agreed on. 
they must be based on guesswork. General Motors 
has produced nothing in 1946, and isn t likely to 
produce anything for several more weeks, its 
managem ent can 
be 
“reasonably'' 
sure 
of 
a 
m arket for Its products, the board m em bers be­ 
lieve. but it has no way of knowing how much 
the corporation’s employees 
will 
produce. 
At 
first, their efficiency will he low; later, it should 
improve. 
Hut in any event, a t the end of the year, tho 
corporation's ability to pay wages at any given 
level during the year will have been determined 
by wage earners' ability to carn as well as by 
General Motors’ ability to pay—and both in turn 
will be determined by the public's ability to buy. 
'Chis is as plain in the fact-finding board's dis­ 
cussion or the iasuen in the General Motors 
case aa the recommendation of a 191-cent an-hour 
wage increase—that instead of finding facta (he 
board found itself peering cheek by Jowl with 
General Motors m anagem ent and U. A. W. into 
the future, trying to get a peek at possibilities.

F you accept the hopes of those 
in the Truman administration

It cal­ 
culated what production would be 
this year on a 40-hour week basis, 
and then flguered how much less 
pay the workers would get from 
this production without a wage in­ 
crease. 
The standard it fixed for wage 
increases 
then 
was 
simply 
the 
original 
Trum an 
proposition 
of 
maintaining 
w artim e 
earnings— 
not fully making up for the heavy 
overtime pay which would be lost 
In peacetime production, but estab­ 
lishing a reasonable approximation 
of those wage returns for the 40- 
bour week. 
In doing this it discarded the 
union proposition for establishing 
wage rates by calculating profits. 
it pointed out that wages in each 
automobile 
m anufacturing 
plant 
would vary under such a standard, 
because the profits of each were 
different, and General Motors prof­ 
its were the highest. 
The report also seemed to dis­ 
card the cost-of-living theory for 
fixing wage rates, saying war earn ­ 
ings went higher than war costs 
of living. This had been (he basis 
of fixing wage rates through gov­ 
ernment policy during the war. It 
was the standard furnished by the 
Little 
Steel 
formula. 
General 
Motors had offered in this case a 
12-cents-an-hour increase based on 
the cost of living. This theory of 
government policy this 
is aban­ 
doned. 
T 
H E 
factfinders, 
who 
really 
proved to be policy makers, 
concerned themselves with profits 
of the company only to the ex­ 
tent of establishing that the com­ 
pany could pay this higher wage 
without an increase in prices—al­ 
though it was not very definite 
about this and said the company 
might seek OPA approval for a 
price increase, or at least was not 
precluded by this report from do­ 
ing »o. 
The repotr thought the company 
could pay it because it had in­ 
creased the price of 1942 models 
12 per cent over 1941, and had the 
largest earnings in its history that 
laat peacetime year.

policy is anything hut simple, 


and will require m any fact-finding

Simultaneously, in steel, the sec­ 
ond Trum an fact-finding commis­ 
sion was working out a price In­ 
crease in order to Justify a wage 
increase for that industry on a 
different basis. 
Other increases for bus opera­

commissions, 
creating other Justifications for in­ 
creases 
(The 
cross-country 
bus 
drivers, operating at slower speeds, 
worked longer hours sad got an 
increase for it during the war. but 
are now to get an increase to m ake 
up for what they would lose by 
doing their runs at higher speeds 
in fewer hours of work; the m ari­ 
time workers who got big bonuses 
for facing submarine dangers in 
the war are getting increases to 
m ake up for much of this loss.) 
By applying different reasons in 
each case, the only thing standard­ 
ized by government policy is its 
desire to grant increases for loss 
of high war pay—for whatever rea­ 
sons can be found. 
indeed, the economic complexi­ 
ties these tactics require have got­ 
ten the government into apparent 
contradictions all along.

Experts tell me the unions 
could have gotten 17.5 per cent out 
of General Motors without a strike 
The bus drivers went out on strike 
for many weeks only to accept a 
fact-finding commission, in the end, 
and they could have gotten one 
any time. The steelworkers cooled 
them selves and tried negotiations, 
even after the strike call was voted.

The hoped-for economic picture 
is of course a part of the whole 
picture, of the country and the 
world economic, political and so­ 
cial.

This would provide w ater tran s­ 
portation from the Ohio steel mill 
district to the Ohio river. 
Sent. Huffman (LD and Taft (R) 
and Rep. Jenkins (it) are co-oper­ 
ating in an effort to have the fed­ 
eral government reimburse Ohio 
for old-age pension funds withheld 
several years ago because of an 
adm inistrative dispute, legislation 
to compel the social .security board 
to m ake the refund was passed by 
Congress before the war, but the 
President vetoed it. 
The Ohio congressmen hope to 
persuade the hoard to make the 
payment voluntarily. 
Rep. Gardner (D) intends to con­ 
tinue his efforts to have Congress 
Investigate the OPA.
